yiBLA,  Yemen  (BP)  —  The 
Yemeni  man  accused  of  gtm- 
r\ing  down  three  International 
Mission  Board  (IMB)  workers 
in  a  hospital  testified  in  court 
he  killed  the  Americaris  to 
defend  Islam  because  he 
believed  they  were  sterilizing 
Muslim  women  and  trying  to 
convert  Muslims  to 
Quistianity. 

Abed  Abdul  Razak  Kamel, 
age  30,  said  he  moved  from  the 
■Vemeni  capital  of  Sana'a  to  Jibla 
after  he  heard  about  missionar¬ 
ies  working  there  at  a  Southern 


Baptist-run  hospi¬ 
tal,  dre  Associated 
Press  reported 
April  21.  “ 

"I  acted  out 
of  a  religious 
duty...  and  in 
revenge  from 
those  who  con- 
verted 
Muslims  from 
their  religion 
and  made 
them  unbeliev¬ 
ers,"  Kamel, 
who  is  suspected 
of  links  to  A1 
Qaeda,  said  as 
his  trial  opened 
April  20. 

"They  were 
also  committing 
another  corrup¬ 
tion,"  he  said, 
claiming  he  had 
learned  that 
women  were  visiting  the  hospi¬ 
tal  to  get  sterilized,  the 
Associatea  Press  said. 

"This  is  a  violation  of 
Islam,"  he  told  the  court. 

An  IMB  spokesman  told 
Baptist  Press  April  22  that 
any  sterilization  procedures 
at  the  hospital  occurred  only 
by  written  permission  of 
both  spouses. 

Hospital  administrator 
William  Koehn  of  Kansas, 
physician  Martha  Myers  of 
Alabama,  and  purchasing  man¬ 
ager  Kathleen  Gariety  of

In  court,  Kamel  said  he 
had  beon  planning  the 
attack  18  months,  scouting 
out  the  hospital  by  visiting

about  its 
work.  Kamel 
said  he  con¬ 
sulted  with  al- 
Jarallah  often 
regarding  the 
attack.

Missionaries  dispute  Rankin  call  for  resignation 


ARKADELPHIA,  Ark.  (ABP)  —  "We 
cannot  resign.  We  are  guilty  of  no  miscon¬ 
duct  or  f^se  teaching  and  have  been 
accused  of  none,"  missioiuiries  Rick  and 
Nancy  Dill  told  International  Mission 
Board  (IMB)  President  Jerry  Raiddn  in  a 
letter  April  18. 

The  Dills,  the  first  Southern  Baptist 
workers  to  enter  East  Germany  after  dre  fall 
of  tire  tolin  Wall,  are  among  31  missionar¬ 
ies  who  recently  received  letters  from 
Rankin  about  tneir  refusal  to  sign  an 
affirmation  of  the  2000  Baptist  Faith  and 
Message  (BFM).  Rankin  announced  a 
May  5  deadline  to  either  sign,  resign,  or 
have  their  missionary  service  terminated 
at  the  May  6-8  meeting  of  IMB  trustees. 

The  Dills,  whose  situation  was  the 
subject  of  a  recent  USA  Today  story,  cur¬ 
rently  are  on  a  leave  of  absence  and 
serving  as  missionaries-in-residence  at 
Ouacmta  Baptist  University.  That  they 
received  the  letter  from  Rankin  was  no 
surprise  to  the  Dills.  Earlier  they 
received  a  phone  call  from  IMB 
Executive  \^ce  President  Avery  Willis 
informing  them  they  could  not  return  to 
their  place  of  service  in  Germany  with¬ 
out  s&iiire  die  faith  statement  as  request¬ 
ed  by  Rankin  last  year. 

Wdlis  insisted  ttiis  would  not  constitute 
"termination,"  however.  But  Rankin's  lat¬ 
est  letter  makes  it  crystal  clear  "If  I  do  not 
hear  from  you  regarding  one  of  these 
options  by  May  5,  2(X)3,  I  will  be  recom¬ 
mending  that  tne  board  take  action  to  ter¬ 
minate  your  service  in  their  May  meeting." 

Rankin  told  the  Dills  and  other  mission¬ 
aries  that  failure  to  sign  the  controversial 
faidi  statement  or  to  resign  on  their  own 
initiative  would  "undermme  the  integrity 
and  credibility  of  the  IMB." 
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The  Dills  asked  Rankin  why  diat  is  so. 
"The  answer  is  simple,"  they  then  wrote. 
"It  is  not  possible  witii  inte^ty  to  termi¬ 
nate  missionaries  who  are  guilty  of  noth¬ 
ing  but  years  of  faithful  service  and  having 
a  deep  sense  of  love  for  God's  Word." 

Rankin  has  insisted  that  missionaries 
must  sign  an  affirmation  of  the  revised 
faith  statement  to  remain  "accountable  to 
Southern  Baptists."

Rankin  has  said  some  non-signing  mi^ 
sionaries  are  guilty  of  advocating  posi- 
ticms  contrary  to  what  Southern  Mptists 
confess  to  believe."  Again,  the  Dills  asked, 
what  positicms  have  held  that  are  con¬ 

trary  to  Soudrem  Baptist  beliefs? 

"Is  it  diat  we  bdieve  God's  word  must  be 
supreme  in  our  lives  and  that  it  is  wrong  to 
make  a  man-written  document  the  test  for 
our  faith  and  calling?"  th^  asked  Rankia 
—  "Or  would  Soimrem  Bimtists  disagree 
diat  Christ  is  Lend  of  Scrqrture  and  that 
we  must  understand  the  word  of  God 
first  and  foremost  throi^  his  love,  his 
teaching,  his  deadi  and  ms  resunectkxi?" 

The  only  possible  point  of  con¬ 
tention,  they  report,  is  dreir  belief  "that 
God  can  call  whomever  he  chooses  to 
serve  wherever,  whenever  and  howev¬ 
er  he  so  chcxises."  That  runs  counter  to 
the  new  BFM's  declaration  that  women 
may  not  serve  as  senk^  pastors. 

'’Is  a  different  understanding  of 
Scripture  in  this  matter  really  grounds 
for  ^missal?"  they  asked  Rarudn.

During  her  career  Velasquez,  age  23, 
has  recorded  16  No.  1  songs  in  the 
Christian  and  Latino  market.  She  won 
the  1999  Dove  Award  for  female  vocalist 
of  toe  year.

Velasquez,  who  recently  released  her 
latest  album  Unspoken,  and  whose  stogie. 
You're  Mv  God,  is  climbing  the  Christian 
charts,  addressed  the  criticism  in  a  letter  to 
fans  on  her  website. 

"I  hear  that  there  are  many  questions 
about  the  movie,  esp^ially  now  smce  peo¬ 
ple  are  seeing  the  trailer  or  previews  out  to 
theaters,"  she  wrote.  To  put  your  minds  at 
rest.  No  1  haven’t  left  my  personal  faith  to 
God,  and  1  don't  ever  intend  to." 

She  added  that  "by  the  grace  and 
power  of  God"  she  was  able  to  witness  to 
those  on  the  movie  set.  She  said  she  was 
"surprised"  by  the  content  of  the  trailer, 
which  includes  clips  from  some  of  the 
controversial  scenes. 

"The  trailer  doesn't  really  tell  the  com¬ 
plete  story,"  she  said.  "...  1  am  grateful  for 
the  production  company,  because  they 
allowed  me  to  change  and  edit  several 
scenes  that  1  was  uncomfortable  doing 
because  of  my  beliefs. 

"The  process  of  deciding  to  enter 
Hollywood  was  a  very  thoughtful,  prayer¬ 
ful  one.  1  constantly  consulted  my  family 
and  pastor  to  make  sure  I  was  answering 
my  calling." 

The  controversy  has  led  to  much  discus¬ 
sion  by  fans  on  unofiicial  Velasquez  web¬ 
site  forums.  At  one  website, 
alwaysjaci.com,  one  fan  wrote,  "1  don't 
think  I'll  see  it  after  what  I  saw  to  the  pre¬ 
view.  No  offense  to  Jaci  or  anything,  I  just 
don't  feel  right  about  it." 

A  fan  on  alwaysjaci.com  was  critical 
of  the  way  Velasquez  dresses  on  and  off 
screen.  "It's  acceptable  by  the  worlds 
[sic]  standards  to  dress  like  that,  but  that 
doesn't  mean  it's  right.  I  think  women 
should  dress  modestly,  and  not  in  a  way 
that  might  encourage  guys  to  lust." 

The  movie  opened  to  only  585  theaters 
—  many  movies  open  to  more  than  2,000 
theaters  —  and  finished  11th  its  first 
weekend  with  a  gross  of  $2,404,557. 

'The  movie  did  better  to  average  gross 
per  theater,  finishing  fourth  among  the 
top  11  movies  for  the  week.

^>ril^  court  ruling  in  breaking 
its  ties  with  the  Gcmgia  Baptist 
Convention  (GBQ.  The  ruling, 
in  DeKalb  County  Superior 
Court,  had  affirmed  duit  the 
convention  has  the  ri^t  to  elect 
Shorter's  trustees  and,  in  seem¬ 
ingly  contradktoiy  fashion,  that 
die  college  could  pnxsed  with 
transferring  its  assets,  estimated 
at  nearly  $50  million,  to  a  newly 
9iorter  College  Fouiidatum. 

The  foundation  will  elect  its 
own  trustees,  dius  ending  the 
college's  official  ties  to  the 
Georgia  convention. 

The  superior  court  judge, 
Daniel  M.  Coursey  Jr.,  had  stat¬ 
ed  in  an  earlier  hearing  diat  dve 
likely  next  stop  in  the  dispute  is 
die  Georgia  Supreme  Court. 

The  college,  founded  in 
1873  and  affiliated  with  the 
Georgia  convention  since 
1959,  nas  2,100  students  at  its 
Rome,  Ga.,  campus. 

Shorter's  president  is  Ed 
Sduadet;  a  native  Mississ^ipian 
and  graduate  of  Millsr^  OMlege 


in  Jackson.  He  reitetated  to  the 
Ro^  News-lHbune  newi^per 
his  contention  diat  die  college's 
break  with  the  Georgia  conven¬ 
tion  was  necessary  fw  maintain¬ 
ing  die  college's  accreditation 
widi  the  Soudion  Association  of 
Cdleges  and  Sdiods. 

A  March  2002  Southern 
Association  of  Colleges  and 
Schools  report  had  asserted  that 
"undue  pressure  is  being  placed 
on  die  Board  of  Trustees  by  an 
outside  ^ency,  namely  the 
Georgia  ^ptist  Convention" 
and  recorrunended  a  change  in 
the  trustee  election  process. 

Shorter's  accreditation  was 
renewed  late  last  year.  Schrader 
told  the  Rome  News-Tribune 
April  23  that  "we  were  reac¬ 
credited  based  on  the  reorgani¬ 
zation  of  [the]  college."  He  told 
the  newspaper  the  following, 
day,  "This  puts  us  in  complete 
co^liance  with  SACS." 

Tne  Georgia  convention,  in 
an  April  24  statement  after 
Shorter's  break  from  the  con¬ 
vention,  stated,  "The  decision 
by  Shorter  to  dissolve  the  col¬ 


lege  within  mere  hours  of  die 


alarming  and  ri^  for  Shorter. 

"It's  hard  to  believe  that  a 
relationship  that  began  with 
the  foimding  of  the  soiool  and 
that  has  blossomed  over  the 
last  45  years  could  be  wiped 
out  in  a  matter  of  hours,"  the 
GBC  said.  The  "rash  actions 
taken  by  a  small  group  at 
Shorter  most  certainly  place 
the  college,  its  students  and  its 
financial  viability  at  risk. 

"The  case  continues  and  we 
believe  other  actions  taken  by 
Shorter  will  also  be  declared 
void,"  the  convention  said. 

Schrader  told  the  Rome 
News-Tribvme,  meanwhile, 
"CXu:  college  has  had  a  long¬ 
standing  r3ationship  with  the 
GBC,  and  we  are  proud  of  the 
heritage  of  that  relationship.  It 
is  our  nope  that  we  will  main¬ 
tain  the  relationship,  even  in 
light  of  the  court's  ruling,  and 
work  together  to  find  corrunon 
ground  and  move  forward  in  a 
spirit  of  cooperation." 


The  George  convention,  in  a 
news  releaselast  December,  had 
recounted  tiiat  in  1959  —  "at  tiie 
collie's  request"  —  the  conven¬ 
tion  'Wumed  ownenhto  of  the 
school  to  help  it  avoid  miandal 
ruin.  Since  taking  ownership, 
tiie  GBC  has  invested  nearly  $l6 
million  in  Shorter,  and  tiie 
school  has  thrived,  having 
recently  been  ranked  by  US 
News  &  World  Report  as  one  of 
the  South's  top  26  comprcJien- 
sive  liberal  arts  coUeg^.*

Family  Bible  Study 

Establishing  Godly  Standards 
for  My  Family 

Jeremiah  35:1>2,  S-IO,  12>19

Every  family  has  certain 
routines  and  standards  for 
behavior.  For  instance,  in  our 
family,  it's  understood  that  the 
car  does  not  leave  the  driveway 
until  everyone's  seat  belts  are 
fastened.  After  our  meals,  we 
all  carry  our  plates  into  the 
kitchen,  rinse  tnem,  and  place 
them  into  the  dishwasher, 
rather  than  leaving  the  entire 
task  for  Mom.  Whenever 
weather  wamii^  sirens  sound, 
did  last  Tnursday  ni^t, 
dren  know  to  quimy 
their  places  witrun  an 
Ulterior  bathroom,  staying 
there  until  all  is  clear. 

Routines  and  standards  like 
diese  are  established  within  fam¬ 
ilies  for  many  reasons,  but  die 
primary  ones  are  for  safety  and 
consideratioa  First  of  all,  God 
expects  His  people  to  follow  His

standards.  He  com¬ 
mands  us  throui 
His  word  to  live 

from  die  world.  He  e7q>ects 
His  diildren  to  obey  Him  instead 
of  giving  in  to  cultural  influence. 
This  month's  lessons  will  he^)  us 
explore  how  our  flunilies  can  be 
transformed  by  God's  grace. 
Whenever  God’s  grace  inq^acts 
our  families,  attitudes  and 
actions  change. 

In  the  first  of  four  lessons  we 
learn  of  God's  warning  of  com¬ 
ing  judgment  because  of  His 
people's  sins.  The  prophet 
Jeremiah  preached  to  die  peo¬ 
ple  of  Judah  in  the  late  seventh 
and  early  sixth  centuries  B.C. 
The  Book  of  Jeremiah  is  filled 
with  protests  and  rebukes  as  he 
cried  out  against  the  unfaithful¬ 
ness  of  God's  covenant  people. 
Israel  had  broken  her  commit¬ 
ment  to  God  and  Jeremiah's 
lament  for  the  people  continues 


through  34  chapters. 

Hnally,  in  chapter  35, 
feremiah  pomts  to  die 
Kecabite  family's  dedica¬ 
tion  in  faithfully  obeying 
the  Lord's  wa^  in^ead 
of  giving  in  to  cultural 
in^ences.  The  Recabites 
modeled  an  obedient 
_ lifestyle.  They  were 

f  descendants  of  Jonadab, 

-  Clendinning  ^  ^  lonadab 

supported  Jdui  when  he  over- 
thrm  die  house  of  Ahab  (2  Kii^ 
10:15-17).  The  Recabites  were  di^ 
tinedy  known  for  dieir  nomadic 
lifestyle  and  their  opposition  to 
all  aspects  of  settled  uving.  Thus, 
they  refused  to  cultivate  grapes 
or  to  drink  wine.  By  strictly 
adhering  to  Jonadab's  fatherly 
instructt^,  the  Recabites  guara- 
ed  against  becoming  invowed  in 
Baal  worslw  when  the  Isradites 
setded  in  Guiaan  and  began  to 
acc^  Canaanite  idolatry. 

Tne  Lord's  command  to 
Jeremiah  to  give  wine  to  the 
Recabites  was  designed  to  test 
their  faithfulness  and  thus 
serve  as  a  model  for  Judah.  The 
Recabites  completely  obeyed 
their  father's  commands,  loyal¬ 
ly  upholding  them  through 
generations  tor  approximatdy 


poi« 


two  and  a  half  centuries.  As  a 
}werful  model  of  obedience, 
Recabites  demonstrate  that 
godly  families  can  have  a  posi¬ 
tive  influence  on  society  for 
generations. 

Hie  Recabite  family's  careful 
obedience  to  die  standards  set 
forth  ^  their  long-deceased  ances¬ 
tor  is  in  staiic  coraast  to  the  persis¬ 
tent  disobedience  of  Judah  to  the 
commands  of  the  livitig  Lord.  It's 
not  that  the  Lord  wanted  Judah  to 
adopt  the  nomadic  w:^  of  the 
Recabites,  but  rather  fcMow  their 
exam{^  of  loyal  obedience. 

Tne  Recamtes  received  a  bless¬ 
ing  and  a  promise  horn  the  Lord 
regarding  their  permanent  posi¬ 
tion  in  standii^  before  the  Lord 
and  serving  Hmi.

their  supporters  from  the 
polls  tnan  Republicans, 
senator  Richard  White,  R- 
Terry,  said  that  the  state  needs 
to  make  voters  prove  they  are 
who  they  say  they  are.  Lt. 
Governor  Amy  Tuck  says  she 
supports  voter  identification. 
"I  supported  it  as  a  state  sena¬ 
tor  wnen  I  was  a  Democrat.

SeveraTpastors  committed  to 
add  eidier  Boy  Scout  troops  or  Venturing 
pronams  in  tneir  churches.  Venturing  is  a 
coeducational  program  for  youth  between 
the  ages  of  14-20. 

Trare  are  more  than  90/)00  B^tist  con¬ 
gregations  (SBC  and  non-SBQ  in  the 
Umted  States  and  approximately  5,000 
have  Scouting  programs,  according  to  Don 
York,  director  of  the  relationships  division 
of  the  Boy  Scouts  of  America. 

Several  speakers  discussed  the  outreach 
po^ibilities  Scouting  o^rs  churches.  R. 
Chip  TUmer,  vice  president  of  FamilyNet  of 
Ft.  Worth,  Texas,  said  Scouting  and  Baptist 
churches  have  a  long  history  together.
